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DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

1 . Receipt of Preliminary Amendments and IDS filed on 04/25/2005 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1-9 are pending in this application and claims 1-9 will be examined on the 
merits. 

Priority 

This Application is a 371 of PCT/EP03/07122 filed 07/03/2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claimsl -9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 recites the limitation "styling aid". The 
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claim lacks structural limitations. In the absence of appropriate and specific structural 
limitations, the phrase "styling aid" will read on hair dryer or styling iron. Appropriate 
recitation of specific component is requested in order to deduce structural and functional 
relationship of the claimed composition. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 8-9 provide for the use of a 2-hydroxyalkanoic acid but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475. 
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Claim 5 is indefinite since there is no antecedent basis for the term polymer. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cho (US 
patent No. 5,366,665). 

Cho teaches a composition for shampoos for hair or body, conditioners and 
cosmetic compositions (abstract). 2-hydroxyoctanoic acid is taught in example 7 on 
column 27. The amount utilized in the composition is 0.12 moles. The example of 
polymer thickener includes vinyl polymers (see column 10, lines 19-25). The block 
polymers are taught in column 9, lines 58-60). Since the composition is used as hair 
shampoo, it is the position of the examiner that the composition inherently possesses 
the hair styling properties. 
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8. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Filippi et 
al. (US Pg pub. 2004/0175338 A1). 

Filippi et al. teaches a cosmetic composition for hair care product along with face 
and body make up composition comprising 2-hydroxyoctanoic acid and vinyl polymers 
(see paragraph [0003] ,[0004], [0036], and [0097]. Various hydroxyl alkyl acids used 
are from 2-hydroxyhexanoic acid to 2-hydroxy octanoic acid (0036]. Block copolymers 
are listed in paragraph [0097]. Since the composition is used as hair care product, it is 
the position of the examiner that the composition inherently possesses the hair styling 
properties. 

9. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sakuta 
(US Patent no. 6,984,390). 

Sakuta discloses cosmetic preparations. The composition disclosed is used for 
shampoo, conditioner, hair coloring agents, hair tonic and cosmetic materials etc.(see 
paragraph [0075]. 2-hydroxyoctanoic acid is disclosed in example 21 and 22. vinyl 
polymers and block copolymers are disclosed in paragraph [0029] and [0062]. Since the 
composition is used as hair shampoo and hair tonic, it is the position of the examiner 
that the composition inherently possesses the hair styling properties.
